The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS 

In claim 13, lines 9-12, "wherein both sides of the polyvinyl alcohol polymer film 
are dried to form a film in two stages of said first drying surface and a subsequent second drying 
surface or in more stages, while one side of the film being dried by the first drying surface and 
the other side of the film being dried by the second drying surface, and" has been deleted and 
"and contacting said polyvinyl alcohol polymer film with a second drying surface, wherein both 
sides of the polyvinyl alcohol polymer film are dried in two or more stages and one side of the 
film is dried by the first drying surface and the other side of the film is dried by the second drying 
surface, and" has been inserted in its stead so as to engender claim language clarity. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After further 
consideration coupled with Counsel's persuasive arguments, the instantly claimed invention is 
deemed allowable over the prior art of record, JP 05337967, meritorious of the closest prior art, 
as per reasons clearly set forth in the REMARKS section of the Amendment filed on 02/24/04. 
Further, one having ordinary skill in the art would not have been endowed with any motivation to 
extrapolate, from any of the prior art of record, the precisely defined method of producing a 
polyvinyl alcohol film, a polyvinyl alcohol polymer film therefrom, polarization film therefrom and 
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liquid crystal display derived therefrom, as claimed, with any reasonable expectation of 
success.
